AN ACT Relating to industrial projects of statew de significance;
and anendi ng RCW 43. 157. 010, 43.157.020, 43.157.030, 43.42.050, and
43. 42. 060.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW43.157.010 and 1997 ¢ 369 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) For purposes of this chapter and RCW 28A. 525. 166, 28B. 80. 330,
28C. 18. 080, 43.21A 350, 47.06.030, and 90.58.100 and ((fan})) an
industrial project of statewide significance is a border crossing
project that involves both private and public investnents carried out
in conjunction wth adjacent states or provinces or a private
i ndustrial devel opnent with private capital investnent in manufacturing
or research and developnent. To qualify as an industrial project of
statewi de significance((5)): (a) The project nmust be conpleted after
January 1, 1997((;)). (b) the applicant nust submt an application for
designation as an industrial project of statew de significance to the
departnment of community, trade, and econom c devel opnent; and (c) the
project nust have:
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((2)y)) (i) In counties with a popul ation of |less than or equal to
twenty thousand, a capital investnent of twenty mllion dollars;

((&b)y)) (i) In counties wwth a population of greater than twenty
t housand but no nore than fifty thousand, a capital investnent of fifty
mllion dollars;

((y)) (i) In counties with a population of greater than fifty
t housand but no nore than one hundred thousand, a capital investnent of
one hundred mllion dollars;

(()) (v) In counties with a population of greater than one
hundred thousand but no nore than two hundred thousand, a capital
i nvestnment of two hundred mllion dollars;

((ey)) (v) In counties wth a population of greater than two
hundred thousand but no nore than four hundred thousand, a capita
i nvestnent of four hundred mllion dollars;

(()) (vi) In counties with a population of greater than four
hundred thousand but no nore than one mllion, a capital investnent of
six hundred mllion dollars;

((¢y)) (wvii) In counties with a population of greater than one
mllion, a capital investnent of one billion dollars; ((er

th)y)) (viii) In counties with fewer than one hundred persons per
square mle as determined annually by the office of financial

managenent and publi shed by the departnent of revenue effective for the

period July 1st through June 30th, projected full-tinme enploynent

positions after conpletion of construction of fifty or qgreater;

(ix) In counties with one hundred or nore persons per square nile

as determned annually by the office of financial mnagenment and

publi shed by the department of revenue effective for the period July

1st through June 30th, projected full-tine enploynent positions after

conpl etion of construction of one hundred or qreater; or

(x) Been designated by the director of comunity, trade, and
econom ¢ devel opnment as an industrial project of statew de significance
either: ((&)) (A Because the county in which the project is to be
| ocated is a distressed county and the econom c circunstances of the
county nerit the additional assistance such designation will bring; or
((4+Hr)) (B) because the inpact on a region due to the size and
conplexity of the project nerits such designation.

(2) The term manufacturing shall have the meaning assigned it in
RCW 82. 61. 010.

(3) The term research and devel opnent shall have the neaning
assigned it in RCW82.61.010.

(4) The termapplicant nmeans a person applying to the departnent of
community, trade, and econom c developnent for designation of a
devel opnent project as an industrial project of statew de significance.

Sec. 2. RCW 43. 157. 020 and 1997 ¢ 369 s 3 are each anmended to read
as foll ows:

Counties and cities ((pltanpring—under—the—plannting—enablng—act—

a (~ A RO\, 'a a¥a a¥a oanpn 'a a¥a a O\ aaala alaVasa¥a

)) wth projects designated as
i ndustri al projects of st at ewi de significance W thin their
jurisdictions shall enter into an agreenment with the office of permt
assi stance and the project managers of industrial projects of statew de
significance for expediting the conpletion of industrial projects of
statew de significance. The agreenent shall require:

(1) Expedited permt processing for the design and construction of
the project;

(2) Expedited environnental review processing;

(3) Expedited processing of requests for street, right of way, or
easenent vacations necessary for the construction of the project; and

(4) Such other itens as are deened necessary by the office of
permt assistance for the design and construction of the project.

Sec. 3. RCW43.157.030 and 1997 c 369 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The departnent of community, trade, and econom c devel opnent
shal |

(a) Develop an application for designation of devel opnent projects
as industrial projects of statewi de significance. The application nust
be acconpanied by a letter of approval fromthe legislative authority
of any jurisdiction that will have the proposed industrial project of
statewide significance within its boundaries. No designation of a
project as an industrial project of statewide significance shall be
made wi thout such letter of approval. The letter of approval nust
state that the jurisdiction joins in the request for the designation of
the project as one of statewi de significance and has or will hire the
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professional staff that will be required to expedite the processes
necessary to the conpletion of an industrial project of statew de
significance. The application shall contain information regarding the
location of the project, the applicant's average enploynent in the
state for the prior year, estinated new enploynent related to the
project, estimted wages of enployees related to the project, estimted
time schedules for conpletion and operation, and other information
required by the departnent; and

(b) Certify that the project neets or will neet the requirenents of
RCW 43.157.010 regarding designation as an industrial project of
statew de significance.

(2) The office of permt assistance shall assign ((anr—erbudsran))
a project facilitator or coordinator to each industrial project of
st atewi de significance((——Fhre—enbudsman—shall—be—responsible—for
assenbHng)) to: (a) Assist in the scoping and coordinating functions
provided for in chapter 43.42 RCW (b) assenble a team of state and
| ocal governnment and private officials to help neet the planning,
permtting, and devel opnent needs of each project((—Fhe—oenrbudsman
shaH—strveto+nelude+ntheteanws)), which teamshall include those
responsible for planning, permtting and licensing, infrastructure
devel opnent, work force development services including higher
education, transportation services, and the provision of utilities((+-

Fhe—onbudsrman—shall—encourage)); and (c) work with each team nenber to

expedite their actions in furtherance of the project.

Sec. 4. RCW43.42.050 and 2002 ¢ 153 s 6 are each anended to read
as follows:

At the request of a project applicant, the office shall assist the
project applicant in determning what regulatory requirenents,
processes, and permts apply to the project, as provided in this
section.

(1) The office shall assign a project facilitator who shall discuss
applicable regulatory requirenents, permts, and processes with the
project applicant and explain the available options for obtaining
required permts.

(2) If the project applicant and the project facilitator agree that
the project would benefit froma project scoping, or if the project is
an_industrial project of statewde significance, as defined in RCW
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43.157.010, the project facilitator shall conduct a project scoping by
the project applicant and the relevant state and | ocal permt agenci es.
The project facilitator shall invite the participation of the rel evant
federal permt agencies and tribal governnents.

(a) The purpose of the project scoping is to identify the issues
and information needs of the project applicant and the participating
permt agencies regarding the project, share perspectives, and jointly
develop a strategy for the processing of required permts by each
participating permt agency.

(b) The scoping shall address:

(1) The permts that are required for the project;

(1) The permt application fornms and other application
requi renents of the participating permt agencies;

(ti1) The specific informati on needs and i ssues of concern of each
partici pant and their significance;

(iv) Any statutory or regulatory conflicts that mght arise from
the differing authorities and roles of the permt agencies;

(v) Any natural resources, including federal or state |isted
species, that mght be adversely affected by the project and m ght
cause an alteration of the project or require mtigation; and

(vi) The anticipated time required for permt decisions by each
participating permt agency, including the tine required to determ ne
if the permt application is conplete, to conduct environnental review,
and to review and process the application. In determining the tine
required, full consideration must be given to achieving the greatest
possible efficiencies through any concurrent studies and any
consol i dated applications, hearings, and comment peri ods.

(c) The outconme of the project scoping shall be docunented in
witing, furnished to the project applicant, and be nade available to
t he public.

(d) The project scoping shall be conpleted within sixty days of the
project applicant's request for a project scoping.

(e) Upon conpletion of the project scoping, the participating
permt agencies shall proceed under their respective authority. The
agencies are encouraged to remain in conmmunication for purposes of
coordination until their final permt decisions are made.

(3) This section does not create an independent cause of action
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affect any existing cause of action, or establish tine limts for
pur poses of RCW 64. 40. 020.

Sec. 5. RCW43.42.060 and 2002 ¢ 153 s 7 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The office may coordinate the processing by participating
permt agencies of permts required for a project, at the request of
the project applicant through a cost reinbursenent agreenent as
provided in subsection (3) of this section or with the agreenent of the
proj ect applicant as provided in subsection (4) of this section.

(2) The office shall assign a project coordinator to performany or
all of the followng functions, as specified by the terns of a cost
rei nbursenent agreenent under subsection (3) of this section or an
agreenent under subsection (4) of this section:

(a) Serve as the main point of contact for the project applicant;

(b) Conduct a project scoping as provided in RCW43.42.050(2);

(c) Verify that the project applicant has all the information
needed to conpl ete applications;

(d) Coordinate the permt processes of the permt agencies;

(e) Manage the applicable adm nistrative procedures;

(f) Wrk to assure that tinely permt decisions are nmade by the
permt agencies and maintain contact with the project applicant and the
permt agencies to ensure adherence to schedul es;

(g) Assist in resolving any conflict or inconsistency anong permt
requi renents and conditions; and

(h) Coordinate with relevant federal permt agencies and triba
governments to the extent possible.

(3) At the request of a project applicant and as provided in RCW
43. 42. 070, the project coordinator shall coordinate negotiati ons anong
the project applicant, the office, and participating permt agencies to
enter into a cost reinbursenent agreenent and shall coordinate
i npl emrentation of the agreenent, which shall govern coordination of
permt processing by the participating permt agencies.

(4) ((Fhre—otf+ece—rmay—determne)) For industrial projects of
statewi de significance or if the office determnes that it is in the
public interest to coordinate the processing of permts for certain
projects that are conplex in scope, require nultiple permts, involve
mul tiple jurisdictions, or involve a significant nunber of affected
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parti es((—Upehr—suech—a—determnation—the—offiece—may)), the office

shall, upon the applicant's request, enter into an agreement with the
project applicant and the participating permt agencies to coordinate
the processing of permts for the project. The office may |limt the

nunmber of such agreenents according to the resources available to the
office and the permt agencies at the tine.
